Interim Solution. 


In the interim, the two Navy 
_researchers—P. J. LaRochelle 
| and R. E. Brescia—of the Naval 
Research Laboratory, proposed 
the use of combined communi- 
cations and computer tech- 
niques as a means of reducing 
air-collision hazards. The work- 
ing of this system was de- 
scribed in two _ publications 
written by LaRochelle and 
| Brescia, and made public yes- 
terday by the Department of 
Commerce. 

The “interim solution” pro- 
posed by the two Navy tech- 
nicians to reduce air hazards 
pending development of a 
fool-proof anti-collision sys- 
tem, would comprise a combi- 
nation of radar and computer 
elements to solve: intricate 
equations. 

Aircraft carrying such equip- 


ment would automatically “‘in- 
terrogate” other aircraft simi- 
larly equipped within range of 
the radar sets. Data would be 
fed into the computers, which 
would calibrate the “miss dis- 
tance” between two aircraft 
and “time of collision” if they 
were on collision courses. 
Early Warning. 

The computers would warn 
pilots in plenty of time to 
change course, in the latter 
case. This would eliminate the 
“see and be seen” methods now 
used by pilots operating under 
visual flying conditions. 


The two Navy experts say 
the cost for such equipment 
could be less than standard 
radar devices now used, and 
that computer devices already 
available would be suitable. 

In another air-safety traffic 
development yesterday, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower assured Rep- 
resentative Harry G. Haskell 
Jr., (Rep.), Delaware, that the 
latter’s request to the Presi- 
dent, in a letter May 24, for 
more funds to improve the 


country’s air-safety program 
would receive “earnest atten- 
tion.” 


Haskell’s letter, written aft-

‘AT GRADUATION 


Rocket Expert Tells 
St. Louis U. Class 
That Ethical Stand- 
ards Must Rise or 
World Will Perish. 


One of the greatest tragedies 
of modern times is the widely 
held notion that scientific en- 
lightenment and religious faith 
are incompatible, Wernher von 
Braun said in a St. Louis Uni- 
versity commencement  ad- 
dress today. 

“If the world’s ethical stand- 
ards fail to rise with the ad- 
vances of our technological 
revolution, we shall all perish,” 
Yon Braun warned the grad- 
uating class of 885 students at 
Kiel Auditorium. 

The German-born rocket ex- 
pert, now director of the de- 
velopment operations division 
of the Army Ballistic Missile 
Agency, Huntsville, Ala., said 
progress down the road of tech- 
nology had reached a point of 
no return. 

There can be no going back 
to the simple life, he said, but 
the route yet to be traversed 
has two possible directions. He 
said one way let to destruc- 
tion, the other to a golden 
age in which man would be 
free from the slavery of heavy 
physical labor. 

Guidance Is Problem. 

Von Braun said the Ten 
Commandments were entirely 
adequate to cope with all the 
problems posed by the tech- 
nological revolution. The real 
problem, he said, is not a lack 
of ethical legislation, but a 
lack of ethical guidance and 
control, 

“Prior to the Renaissance,” 
he said, “the Church applied 
this tight individual guidance 
to emperor and beggar alike. 
But when science freed itself 
from the bonds of religious 
dogma, thus opening the way 
for the technological revolu- 
tion, the Church also lost some 
of its influence on the ethical 
conduct of man. 

“To recoup this influence, to 
restore to the Church the task 
of guiding man along his dan- 
gerous road, is the crucial chal- 
lenge of our day.”

Louis Housing Authority an- 
nounced today. Construction 
will begin this summer. 

Bids are to be let soon for 
the second phases of two public 
housing projects, Joseph M. 
Darst Apartments near City 
Hospital on the south side and 
George L. Vaughn Apartments 
in the DeSoto-Carr area on the 
north side. Four buildings con- 
taining 580 units will be added 
at Darst, and Vaughn will get 
four buildings with 662 units. 

Each of the projects will re- 
serve one of the new buildings 
for the aged. It will be a nine- 
_story structure with 112 apart- 
'ments. Occupancy will be lim- 
|ited to persons without chil- 
| dren, renters being individuals 
or heads of families who are 
|at least 65 years of age. 
| The other new buildings will 
follow the Y-shape of previ- 
ously erected structures, but

whole.” 

He said he was convinced of 
the “profound dedication of 
the French people and their 
government to the cause of hu- 
man freedom,” and added: 

“IT am equally convinced that 
the basic interests of the 
French nation are inextricably 
tied up with the future of the 
European community and the 
Atlantic community. 


“The Western world needs’ 


France just as France needs its 
association with the “Western 
world. France has played a 
leading role thus far in the 
building up of Western de- 
fense, and I do not believe that 
any French government, other 
than a government under Com- 
munist control, would wish to 


try to undermine or halt the | 


progress that is being made.” 

Commenting on Yugoslavia, 
Elbrick said Marshal Tito is 
“doing a. pretty good job” of 
maintaining his independence 
from Moscow. He explained 
that the Soviet Union appar- 
ently feels this indepéndence 
carries with it the germ of 
eventual disintegration of the 
Soviet empire.

‘Success’ at Shippingport 


I have just read in a news re- 
my that President Eisenhower 

as dedicated the Shippingport 
Atomic Power Station, “recogniz- 
ing the successful operation of the 
plant, which began producing 
electricity last Dec. 18.” 

In what way?is: this “success- 
ful?” It costs 65 mills per kilo- 
watt hour to produce electricity 

‘dn it, whereas {ft could be pro- 
duced by burning coal at 5 mills. 
It is sold to a private company for 
8 mills, and we taxpayers pocket 
the loss. 

This operating loss is less im- 
portant than the dangers involved 
—and a May 26 news release also 
tells of the third serious accident 
at the Chalk River reactor in Can- 
ada. Congress has underlined the 
dangers by passing a bill author- 
izing our government to indemnify 
a plant up to half a billion dol- 
lars for a single reactor accident. 

The atom may provide safe and 
economical industrial power if and 
when the fusion process for pro- 
ducing it from hydrogen is per- 
fected. At present, however, we 
have only the fission or atom- 
splitting process with its accidents 
and unmanageable quantities of 
radioactive waste. 

Yet our government is stupidly 
encouraging industry to go ahead 
building reactors — and, far more 
recklessly, it is stubbornly con- 
tinuing an atomic arms race apt 
to explode into accidental and 
suicidal warfare. 

It is time the voters of this 
country found and elected to na- 
tional office leaders who will 
know the facts of life in the 
Atomic Age and show a real con- 
eern for the human race.

Still a Shaky Line 
Those who oppose the participation of St. 
Louis University in the redevelopment of 
Mill Creek Valley have fallen back to a new 
line. 


They used to argue that if the university 
bought cleared slum land from the Land 
Clearance Agency to expand its campus east 
of Grand avenue, the resulting “subsidy” 
would breach the separation of church and 
state. Then the New York Court of Appeals, 
in a similar case involving Fordham Univer- 
sity, ruled that redevelopment involves no 
subsidy and that a Catholic college could take 
part without hazard to the separation of 
church and state. In St. Louis, no more was 
heard about the “subsidy.” 


But now it is argued that St. Louis Univer- 
sity is barred from helping to redevelop this 
slum area because no other educational insti- 
tution was allowed to offer a competing bid 
for the land just east of Grand avenue. In 
New York City, we are told, any collegiate 
institution could have been a bidder for the 
land in question. Since this was not true in 
St. Louis the project is subject to challenge. 


This new position of the objectors is a long 
way from the original one, and has a certain 
plausibility—until one looks beneath the sur- 
face. In general, public competitive bidding 
in redevelopment projects is a good thing. 
But in this particular case, calling for com- 
petitive bids from other universities would 
be an empty ritual. St. Louis U. is where it 
is. The Mill Creek Valley redevelopment area 
is where it is, right across the street. If any 
university takes part in the project, obviously 
it should be St. Louis U., which is already on 
the spot. 


There has been some muttering from oppo- 
nents that the University of Missouri might 
want to use this land. But President Elmer 
Ellis informs the Post-Dispatch as follows: 


“The University of Missouri is not now 

. in any position to make any offer for any 

site '\in St. Louis for the development of 

an educational institution. I do not antict- 

pate that it will be in such a position in 
the immediate future.” 


The only other university in this area which 
might conceivably bid for Mill Creek Valley 
land if bids were requested is Washington 
University. Chancellor Ethan A. H. Shepley 
informs the Post-Dispatch as follows: 


“After consulting with the president 
of the university corporation, I have no 
hesitancy in saying that Washington Uni- 
versity would have no reason or wish to 
acquire any property in the Mill Creek 
Valley area just east of Grand avenue.” 


If no other university than St. Louis U. 
would or logically could bid on the Mill Creek 
Valley land, what is the sense in demanding 
that. bids be called for? In New York, com- 
petitive bids were possible but none were in 
fact submitted. In St. Louis, competitive bids 
were not requested but none would have 
been submitted if they had been. Essentially, 
what’s the difference? 


We think it is fairly obvious that the objec- 
tion to an “exclusive” award does not express 
any real concern for competitive bidding, but 
is merely a new and flimsy pretext, adopted 
after others had been exploded, for opposing 
St. Louis U.’s participation in the project. 

The simple truth is that both the commu- 
nity and the university would benefit by join- 
ing hands in Mill Creek Valley, and that the 
constitutional separation of church and state 
would not be affected in the slightest. 


Good Work by Senator Wiley 


Senator Wiley of Wisconsin, senior Repub- 
lican on the Senate Judiciary Committee, has 
struck a welcome blow in defense of the Su- 
preme Court. 

Joining with Democrats Hennings of Mis- 
souri, Kefauver of Tennessee and Carroll of 
Colorado, Senator Wiley participated in a 
minority statement which thoroughly exposes 
the vindictive motivation: of the Dixiecrat- 
Republican Old Guard combine that recom- 
mended the Jenner-Butler bill to the Senate. 

But strong as the minority statement is, 
Senator Wiley adds to it “additional views” 
over his own signature. He says: 


The Jenner-Butler bill would rob indi- 
viduals of important civil rights. It would do 
this under the guise of attacking the Supreme 
Court on account of certain unpopular de- 
cisions. 

This bill would also, to the great harm of 
labor, business and farm leaders, undermine 
and unbalance the sacred and revered con- 
stitutional balance of powers in the Ameri- 
can Government. which guarantees, through 
checks and: balances, that every individual 
shall remain a free person. 

The greatness of America lies in the free- 
dom of the individual American. No matter 
how great the outside danger appears to be, 
it is the fighting heart and strength of the 
free American which will, in the long run as 
well as in the near future, defend our coun- 
try from attack by enemies within, as well as 
outside, our borders. 

I strongly =e all my colleagues to think 
through the problems raised by this bill—and 
not to pass it. 


What Senator Wiley has done will be about 
as popular with some of his Republican col- 
leagues as the Supreme Court decisions that 
are under attack. All the more credit to him 
for speaking out as plainly as he has done. 
Would that other Republicans on the Judici- 
ary Committee, including Dirksen of Illinois, 
had seen the need as clearly. 


Easy Morality on the School Board 


The studied admissions by two School Board 
members that they used school employes to 
do work on their homes fall into a pattern— 
the free and easy moral pattern that has char- 
acterized so much board activity since 1955. 

Dr. James J. McCaffery, the board’s presi- 
dent, and Mrs. Irma H. Friede, a past presi- 
dent, both conceded that board employes 
worked on their homes—-“but always on their 
own time.” The qualification is a natural one 
in view of the criminal statutes, which pro- 
vide stiff penalties for the-use of public funds 
for private purposes. 

Given the climate of petty connivance and 
favor-seeking that envelops a majority of the 
board, it would not be too surprising if other 
members also have found it convenient to 
“hire” school workers to handle repair jobs 
about their homes. 

Nor would it be at all unusual if it devel- 
oped that some school mechanics, by “over- 
sight,” were paid directly from the school 
treasury and not from the board m . 
pocket. Board members always are eager. 
correct bookkeeping errors of this kind when 
and if discovered. 

Dr. McCaffery, Mrs. Friede and a majority

of their colleagues owe their seats on the 
board to the Democratic City Committee, 
which is interested not so much in improving 
education as in the 800 jobs in the school 
building department that are not under civil 
service. These jobs.are just as attractive to 
the politicians as the 950 patronage jobs in 
the city’s so-called “county” offices. 


The way to cool the politicians’ interest in 
school jobs is to put them under a merit sys- 
tem. But before that can be done the people 
will have to vote out the Dr. McCafferys and 
Mrs. Friedes and replace them with members 
of higher qualifications. When that happens 
we will see an end to such things as the polit- 
ical lug and the use of school mechanics on 
the homes of board members. 


Dictator in Whitewash 


When Generalissimo Rafael Trujillo em- 
ployed two distinguished American lawyers 
last year to investigate the disappearance of 
Jesus de Galindez from New York City, it 
looked as though the Dominican dictator were 
trying to acquire a whitewashing at respected 
hands. The report which Morris Ernst and 
William H. Munson have now issued is a more 
one-sided apology for the terroristic regime 
in the Caribbean than even those with the 
strongest advance doubts could have feared. 


Méssrs. Ernst and Munson find that “no 
accusation connecting the Dominican Repub- 
lic or any of its officials with the disappear- 
ance of Galindez is supported by any evi- 
dence.” Yet Trujillo paid an agent, John Jo- 
seph Frank, to conduct an investigation in- 
volving Galindez, as was brought out at the 
trial which convicted Frank of acting illegally 
as an agent of the Dominican dictator. Testi- 
mony at the trial definitely connected Frank 
with Gerald Murphy, the American who flew 
for the Dominican Airlines, who is suspected 
of having performed the kidnaping of Galin- 
dez, and who was killed a few months later. 


Two heavily detailed exposes have pieced _ 


together the story of the scholar and Colum- 
bia University teacher who was about to tell 
the sordid inside story of the Trujillo regime 
in a book. One was in Life magazine. One 
was by Edward R. Murrow over the Columbia 
radio network, with the voices of witnesses. 
(Those who could tell most about the Galin- 
dez case are dead, some of them under mys- 
terious circumstances. ) . 

What happened to the little Basque scholar 
last seen at a Fifty-seventh street subway en- 
trance could happen to anyone. As the CBS 
and Life magazine made evident, the arm of 
Trujillo terror is long, and it can reach any- 
where in our country it wills. The Ernst- 
Munson whitewash of the Trujillo regime is 
far from closing the Galindez case. 


Message From England 


Although The Manchester Guardian is pub- 
lished on the northwest side of England, it 
is relatively little farther away from France 
than the white cliffs of Dover. Nowhere in 
the English-speaking world have ties to the 
French people and their traditions been closer 
than in The Guardian editorial rooms. And 
so it could not have surprised Guardian read- 
ers very much to pick up the paper one day 
last week and find that its leading editorial, 
“France,” was written in French. “C'est a 
nos amis francais que nous nous adressons 
aujourd’hui,” it began. Then it went on to 
remind the French how much their traditions 
of freedom and liberty have meant to the 
world and how tragic it would be for the 
flame of a free France to be extinguished. 
The French was simple, eloquent and moving. 
It must have impressed on readers around the 
world that what happens in France is the con- 
cern of men#f good will everywhere. 


Support for the Air Safety Bill 


The consensus of some of the best-qualified 
individuals and groups connected with avia- 
tion is strongly in favor of a single federal 
aviation agency. Such opinion has been ex- 
pressed in recent years from time to time, 
and it has become quite audible in the right 
places since the last two mid-air collisions. 
It provides impressive support for the com- 
panion bills introduced by Senator Mike Mon- 
roney of Oklahoma and Representative Oren 
Harris of Arkansas, setting up such an agency. 


The Air Transport Association, which repre- 
sents the nation’s airlines, last week said the 
bill would provide “an excellent framework” 
on which to build a system to assure greater 
safety in the skies. The Air Line Pilots Asso- 
ciation, made up of men who fly the airliners, 
has long been for an independent aviation 
agency with a single head. 


Lt. Gen. Elwood R. Quesada (Ret.), chair- 
man of the Airways Modernization Board and 
special aviation assistant to President Eisen- 
hower, quickly approved the Monroney and 
Harris bills. So did Jerome Lederer, director 
of the Flight Safety Foundation, long known 
for his studies of airways needs. 

Frederick B. Lee, who was forced to resign 
as head of the CAA in 1955 after he had cam- 
paigned for more money to modernize the air- 
ways, commented that a single agency in place 
of the CAA, dominated. by the Department of 
Commerce, and the independent but rather 
limited CAB, is required for “effective action.” 

There have been reports that opposition 
would come from the Department of Com- 
merce, anxious to retain its hold on aviation 
through the CAA. The department has much 
to answer for in connection with the perils 
that have developed in the airways. The very 
best thing that it could do, both for itself and 
for others, would be to support the Monroney 
and Harris bills. 


‘A Court Decision Would Help 


Public housing and urban rehabilitation in 


St. Louis county have been marking time for 


the last three months pending an important 
decision by Circuit Judge Michael J. Carroll. 

_ The County Housing Authority has attacked 
the validity of a proposed referendum on pub- 
lic housing and has asked the court to prevent 
the question from being put on the ballot in 
November. Judge Carroll has had this issue 
under advisement since Feb. 28. 

Because of the delay in obtaining a decision, 
the contractor on the Jefferson Barracks hous- 
ing project has been unable to maintain his 
bid, and has withdrawn. And the Housing 
and Home Finance Agency has now held up 
further activity on the Elmwood Park urban 
renewal project.

The Deepening Rift Between Tito and Moscow 


Khrushchev Is Determined That Yugoslav Independence Shall Not Spread

The latest fall-out between Moscow 
and Belgrade was sufficiently spec- 
tacular to invite comparison with 
their first quarrel in 1948. But de- 
fiance in the atmosphere of 1958 is 
not nearly as risky as it was in 
Stalin’s time. Although Mr. Khrush- 
chev has now stepped into Stalin’s 
two shoes, he is unlikely either to 

want, or to be 
able, to follow un-

secure, Marshal 
Tito can afford to 
speak with gentle- 
manly, though un- 
compromising, moderation. Mr. 
Khrushchev, too, having huffed and 
puffed without bringing down the 
Titoist house, may feel that it will 
do him no good, either, to push mat- 
ters to extremes. Yet neither is like- 
ly to underestimate the significance 
of the critical exchanges that were 
provoked by the program for the 
seventh Yugoslav party congress in 
Ljubljana in April. 

The Yugoslavs do not claim that 
their program represents the last 
word in Marxist theory; but it does 
contain what is to them the accumu- 
lated wisdom of 10 years of practical 
experiment. And, they are unable or 
unwilling to keep the fruits of their 
experience to themselves. So much 
should have been clear to the Rus- 
sians ever since the Yugoslavs re- 
fused to sign the declaration of the 
12 Communist parties in Moscow last 
November. 


To begin with, the Russians dislike 
the Yugoslav attitude to the east- 
west tension. In practice, Belgrade’s 
foreign policy has for months past 
been moving steadily closer to that 
of Moscow. But they base their atti- 
tudes on empirical, not ideological, 
arguments. It has been irritating for 
the Russians to see the Yugoslavs, 
in their theorizing, lump the Social- 
ist and imperialist camps together as 
being equally responsible for the 
present tensions. 

But at the Ljubljana conference, 
the leaders made it clear that they 
would continue to judge each inter- 
national problem on its merits; on 
no account would they commit them- 
selves in advance to indiscriminate 
support of Soviet policies. Their for- 
eign policy is based on the fact

that Yugoslav socialism and _ the 
country’s security “depend to a great 
extent on the development and 
strengthening of socialism in the 
world generally” and this fact “im- 
poses on us definite obligations to- 
wards international socialism.” The 
snag (from the Russian point of view) 
is that the Yugoslavs intend to de- 
cide for themselves what exactly 
these obligations are. 


The Russians are really incensed 
by two attitudes. One is the Yugo- 
slavs’s refusal to recognize Soviet 
primacy and their implicit criticism 
of Russia and of Stalin. The other is 
their insistence on airing their ideas 
on the international Communist 
movement in general. In the Yugo- 
slavs’s view, Stalinism arose not be- 
cause of Stalin’s defects but because 
of “deformations” in the Soviet sys- 
tem, which, it is implied, have not 
yet been completely straightened out. 
They seem to imply that there is still 
much too much hankering in Russia 
after the bad old days. 


Again and again at Ljubljana, the 
idea that the forms of socialism de- 
veloped by any one country can have 
universal application is heavily and 
heartily slapped down. So is the view 
that any one country has the slight- 
est right to dictate the policies of any 
other country. Yugoslav views on the 
infinite diversity of socialism range 
from rather high-falutin’ and even 
mystical concepts of the social prog- 
ress of mankind to the down-to- 
earth belief that socialism can even 
in some cases be reached by peace- 
ful parliamentary methods, and to 
the startlingly heretical assertion 
that Communist parties do not have 
“a monopoly of any form of move- 
ment towards socialism.” 

The smaller Communist countries 
are explicitly encouraged to resist 
domination by larger ones who have 
a tendency to impose an “ideological 
monopoly” or even “political hege- 
mony” on them. Interference by any 
Communist international organiza- 
tion (like the Cominform) is equally 
firmly rejected; but bilateral con- 
tacts, which combine maximum op- 
portunities for influencing other peo- 
ple with minimum danger of being 
pushed around oneself, are another 
matter. 

Moreover, the Yugoslavs do not 
consider that the careful exposition 
of their views should be regarded as 
a theoretical exercise without rele- 
vance to real life. They clearly be- 


lieve that -Yugoslav-Soviet relations 
should be, as it were, the test case 
for Moscow’s relations with the rest 
of the Communist world. 


But this is precisely what the Rus- 
sians have always refused to con- 
template. The hopes aroused after 
the twentieth Soviet party congre 
that the beginnings of liberalizati 
within the individual Communist re- 
gimes might be accompanied by a 
real. loosening of the Muscovite 
straitjacket were killed when the 
Soviet army crushed the Hungarian 
rising. 

Last month in Hungary, Mr. 
Khrushchev served notice on the 
whole bloc that Russian force woujd 
crush any other 
tions” in the same way. But he also 
is anxious to avoid doing it again if 
he can. But Mr. Khrushchev must 
know that the upheavals of 1956 have 
not made life easy for the small gov- 
ernments of Eastern Europe. On the 
one hand, the secret police systems 
have been partially—but only par- 
tially—dismantled and, on the other 
hand, the ferment of ideas that was 
started by the criticism of Stalin is 
still working away. All the more rea- 
son, therefore, to keep at bay the 
dangerous thoughts emanating from 
Belgrade. 

This is what the Russians must 
hope to have accomplished by boy- 
cotting the Ljubl- 
jana congress. The 
Yugoslavs will 
certainly have 
noted the demon- 
stration of the So- 
viet party’s con- 
trol over its satel- 
lites. The spec- 
tacle must have 
stiffened Marshal 
Tito’s determina- 
: tion to keep clear 

Tito of Mr. Khrush- 
chev’s teading strings. More re- 
grettably, from the Yugoslavs’ point 
of view, a rebuff has been admin- 
istered to that co-operation and ex- 
change of views between the Yugo- 
slavs and all the other parties of the 
Soviet bloc upon whith so much 
store was set in Belgrade after 
Marshal Tito’s visit to Moscow 
nearly two years ago.

No ac- 
tion was expected before to- 
morrow. 

Cut-Back to Be Sought. 

Senator Allen J. Ellender an- 
nounced he would introduce a 
series of amendments designed 
to “cut-back considerably” the 
money authorization. 

Senator Richard L, Neuberg- 
er (Dem.), Oregon, proposed a 
year-long study of American 
foreign economic policy by a 
special 12-man Senate select 
committee to assure correlation 
of. American domestic and eco- 
nomic policies “with problems 
of international relations.” * 

Ellender said he was espe- 
cially concerned over pro- 
visions of the bill giving Presi-

WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP)

elections today with the _ 
light on California where - 
William F. Knowland 
faced an important popularity 


t |} test with home state voters. 


Leaders of both major par- 
ties were watching California’s 
Republican and Democratic pri- 
maries for Governor for signs 
of trends that might have 
bearing on the 1960 presiden- 
tial race. 

Knowland, who is giving up 
his role of Senate Republican 
leader to seek the governor- 
ship, admittedly faced a tough 
fight for ballots with Attorney 
General Edmund G._ (Pat) 
Brown, s Democratic op- 
ponent. 

Under California’s cross-fil- 
ing system, both were listed 
under Republican and Demo- 
cratic labels. It was unlikely 
that either would score a grand 
slam victory. 

Other primary races were 
being held in Montana, South 
Dakota and Alabama. Three 
candidates for governor were 
being chosen along with two 
for the Senate and 34 for House 
seats. The Alabama primary 
was of the runoff variety and 
involved the two top vote get- 
ters from a field of 14 that 
were in the original guberna- 
torial primary May 6. © 

Dr. William G. Murray, 54- 
year-old Iowa State College 
economics professor, won the 
Republican nomination for 
Governor in Iowa’s primary 
yesterday. He defeated Lt. 
Gov. William Nicholas, who was 
seeking the nomination for the 
third time. Murray will op- 
pose Democratic Gov. Herschel 
Loveless in November. Love- 
less had no opposition for re- 
nomination. 

Murray, an authority on ap- 
praisal of property for taxation 
purposes, campaigned for. a 
sales tax increase. Nicholas 
urged holding the line on taxes 
and plugging loopholes. Love- 
less vetoed the major appropri- 
ation bill of the last Legisla- 
ture, this letting the sales tax 
drop to 2 from 2% per cent. 

California was being eyed 
because of one big question: Is 
there a strong trend toward 
the Democrats in the state? 

Democratic leaders confident- 
ly predicted Brown would roll 
up a tota] 500,000 above that of 
Knowland. 

Voter registration gave 
Brown a 7-to-5 edge, but in the 
past this has meant little in 
California where many Demo- 
crats have voted the G.O.P. 
ticket and helped keep Re- 
publicans in office. 

California also had primaries 
for the Senate. Retiring Gov. 
Goodwin J. Knight was favored 
to defeat Mayor George Chris- 
topher of San Francisco in the 
G.O.P. primary. Representa- 
tive Clair Engle had no op- 
position on the Democratic 
side. 

. Knight, who originally plan- 
ned to run for Governor again, 
withdrew when Knowland en- 
tered the race. But the move 
shattered party harmony and 
there were predictions that 
some Republicans would deny 
their votes to Knowland in pro- 
test. Knight’s aids predieted 
he would outpoll Knowland in 
total votes. 

Montana expected the quiet- 
est campaign in years with Sen- 
ator Mike Mansfield and Rep- 
resentatives Lee Metcalf and 
Leroy H. Anderson, all Demo- 
crats, favored to win renomi- 
nation.

Co-operation Threatened. 
France’s co-operation in cre- 
ating the common market was 
called into question long before 
De Gaulle reappeared on the 
political scene.

A De Gaulle Government 
must check imports to save 
France from bankruptcy, the 
loans having failed to do so. 
This may entail new import 
quotas contrary to the common 
market treaty, and it might de- 
lay the 10 per cent reduction 
in tariffs due under that treaty 
next January. 

The common market faces 
trouble, quite apart from the 
preference De Gaulle once had 
and may still have for other 
methods of uniting Europe. 

As long ago as 1944 De 
Gaulle urged that Western 
Europe should form an “eco- 
nomic whole” and that to a 
confederation of states the 
members should delegate some 
of their sovereignty. But 
France decided to begin by 
delegating some sovereignty to 
economic communities, with 
political union to come later. 


Preferred Political Union. 


De Gaulle, however, would 
have preferred political union 
first. So he looked with dis- 
favor upon the course taken 
when the Coal and Steel Com- 
munity began as a precursor to 
the common -market. 

He also believed that a pre- 
condition to European union 
was that France should first be 
“on her feet.” By this he 
meant that it should have a 
constitutional system assuring 
a more stable Government by

RIO DE JANEIRO, June 3—~ 
The International Monetary 
Fund is expected to authorize 
Brazil this week to withdraw 
$37,500,000 from its quota to 
help meet a financial crisis. 

At the same time, say gov- 
ernment sources, the fund will 
let Brazil delay the repayment 
of another $37,500,000 with- 
drawal made two years ago. 


These decisions, reportedly 
reached by fund authorities 
and subject to formal approval 
by its board of governors, will 
open the door for a Brazilian 
request to the United States 
Government for additional fi- 
nancial assistance. ‘ 

It is understood that Brazil 
plans to ask the Export-Import 
Bank of Washington for a par- 
tial or complete moratorium on 
payments on earlier debts by 
this country and for new cred- 
its to help‘it straighten out a 
highly unfavorable balance of 
payments, 

With the decline in volume 
and prices of coffee exports, 
which earn 70 per cent of the 
nation’s foreign revenue, Bra- 
zil is not earning enough to 
pay for needed imports and is 
now out of foreign exchange 
reserves. 

To avoid charges—likely to 
come in Brazil’s supercharged 
nationalistic atmosphere—that 
United States is seeking to dic- 
tate conditions here as the 
price of financial assistance, 
Washington chose to let the 
Monetary Fund settle the ques- 
tion of commitments by this 
country before sitting down 
with the Brazilians for direct 
negotiations on other forms of 
assistance.

U.S. ‘Soft Sell’ Too 
Soft at Brussels 


BRUSSELS, June 3. 

NORTH OF PARIS, the International Brussels’ Exhibi- 
tion, which the Belgians refuse to cali a world’s fair, is in 
its second month, The theme of the exhibition, in which 
| 45 countries are participating, is “a world balance sheet for 

- om  & humane world.” 

The main contest at the 
fair is between the Rus- 
sians and the United 
States. The Russians 
have a square. building, 
the Americans a round 
one. The only thing that 
separates them is the 
Arab States pavilion. It 
is estimated that 90 per 
cent of the expected 40,- 
000,000 visitors to the ex- 
hibition will visit both 
the Russian and Ameri- 
can buildings. Although 
all the precincts haven't 
been heard from, it is the 
opinion of this voter that 
the United States has put 
on a disappointing show. 

While a great deal of 
money went into the ar- 
chitecture of the United 
States pavilion, the inside of the building has very few 
top-drawer attractions and except for circarama, the Walt 
Disney 360-degree screen process, shown in a separate the- 
ater, there is very little you could learn about the United 
States from things they have on display. 

Defenders of the American exhibit will tell you the 
object of our pavilion is to present a “soft sell.” a Madison 
avenue expression which we assume means “Don't hit the 
customer over the head.” If that was the objective of the 
United States at Brussels, we feel they achieved it. Not 
only are we soft selling the United States, but in reality 
we've built ourselves a giant tranquilizer pill.

Although we're the leading nation in automa- 
tion, our exhibits are static and dull. There is in 
fact so little in the way of movement at the Amer- 
ican pavilion, that when a friend of ours placed a 
tape recording machine on the main floor to make 
a broadcast, she *ad 40 people around her staring 
curiously at the machine. One of the hits of the 
United States show is a series of voting machines 
contributed by a voting machine company in the 
United States. This is one of the few displays that 
give visitors an opportunity to push a button or 
pull a switch. Another attraction is the fashion 
show put on by Vogue magazine. 


> A CONTROVERSIAL ART SHOW is located on the 
main floor, which shows the work of young American ab- 
stract painters. Since no one could agree on what kind 
of American art to hang at an international exhibition, we 
don't take exception with the work itself, but with the fact 
that so few American artists are represented. There. are 
44 works by 17 painters. The question is, “Why not 44 
works by 44 artists?” It would have certainly given more 
young artists an opportunity to be seen, and would pos- 
gibly have made a more representative show. 

~ In the theater, “South Pacific,” the movie in Todd-AO, 
ig playing to disappointing crowds. Other attractions lined 
up include Benny Goodman, the New York City Light 
Opera productions of “Carousel” and “Wonderful Town,” 
the Philadelphia Orchestra, the American Ballet Theater, 
as well as recitals by Yehudi Menuhin, Leontyne Price, 
George London, Blanche Thebon and William Warfield. 
Qhe can’t quarrel with the magnificent job Jean Daly- 
rimple, who is in charge of the entertainment program, is 
doing. But the Americans, as usual, are short on funds, 
aiid poor country that we are, we can’t afford to send our 
best things to the fair. 


To add one last sour note to this criticism, the 
American restaurant at the American pavilion is 
no more American than the Brussels railroad sta- 
tion, and twice as expensive. Cokes are going for 
37 cents and milkshakes for 70c, and it’s all over- 
the-counter service. If anything shows the bad 
side of our “drug store culture” the restaurant in 
the American pavilion manages to do this. 


> MANY PEOPLE INVOLVED with the American pa- 
vilion admit it is not all they hoped it would be. Much of 
the blame is put at the feet of Congressman John Rooney, 
Democratic chairman of the subcommittee on House Ap- 
propriations and vigilant watchdog of our propaganda pro- 
gram. Although the United States pavilion was given a 
“participation to the magnitude” of $15,000,000, it ended 
up with a total appropriation of $13,450,000. There was so 
much indecision on the participation at Brussels that there 
was not much time to plan the pavilion exhibits and it was 
only at the last moment that private companies were asked 
to come in and save the day. 

But we are winning one major propaganda victory at 
Brussels. While all the other pavilions and exhibits are 
charging admission to the washrooms, the United States 
is offering free washrooms! People from all over the ex- 
hibition are thronging to the United States pavilion, and 
we have probably won more friends through our washrooms 


than any exhibit in the house.

“WHAT DOES the Caronde- 
let Library mean to me? My 
answer to this question is the 
same as if someone had asked 
me, “What does a friend mean 
to me?” 


The opening paragraph of 
this letter from library patron 
Mildred Heller echoes the sen- 
timents of many persons con- 
cerning Carondelet Library. 
The big stone Ionic building 
at 6800 Michigan avenue will 
celebrate its fiftieth birthday 
with a series of events this 


weekend (June 6-7-8-9) and as 
a birthday present, more than 
250 friends across the country 
and around the world have 
written letters in tribute to the 
library. 


A noted actress and a con- 
cert pianist, a Fulbright ex- 
change teacher in The Nether- 
lands and a professor at An- 
napolis, a doctor in Arizona 
and a mystery writer in New 
York all share in their memo- 
ries of Carondelet Library, as 
does: the former stacker of 
books who grew up to be Mayor 
Raymond R. Tucker. 


“The letters are filled with 
information and local history, 
with humor and nostalgia,” 
reads a thank-you to letter 
writers from anniversary com- 
mittee chairman Rogers T. 
Monagan and _ vice-chairman 
Elizabeth Golterman who has 
had them bound in book form. 
“They tell of the enjoyment 
of books from Altsheler to 
Plato, and of the influence of 
friendly librarians ‘who seemed 
always to have time for us.’” 


“One gets the impression,” 
adds librarian Louis Nourse, 
“of what a half century of serv- 
ice is and should be in a neigh- 
borhood that has never sur- 
rendered its individuality and 
community spirit.” 


Many of the letter writers 
remember the library from the 
beginning. Ruth Warren Beck- 
er reminisces: “As soon as the 
foundation was above the 
ground I had wonderful times 
walking on top of it and peer- 
ing down the furnace pipes.” 


Maude Bebee Mellow remem- 
bers the laying of the corner- 
stone. Grace Brown recalls pre- 
library days when you had to 
order your books at Schneider's 
drug store. Marie Brown re- 
members her delight at. this 
new place with “books which 
a child might borrow at will 
and not have to wait for library 
day at school.” 


Albert T. Jefferson, along 
with other small boys, felt 
consternation at giving up the 
lot where they played cops 
and robbers but later found 
_ library worth the sacri- 

ce. 


Laura Kinsey Williams re- 
members the discussion that 
went into acquiring the site for 
the building which the Andrew 
Carnegie Foundation donated. 
According to historian Helen 
Rieckus, the building cost $73,- 
000, the site $4500. 


Carondelet Business Men’s 
Association and the Carondelet 
Women’s Club aided the new 
project.

Pike,” a show in which Ruth 
Lamb Chase played “a bear in 
Hagenback’s Circus.” 


Helen Bribach Dates and 
Mrs. E. J. Heiligers remember 
being a “sensitive plant” and 
“Little Buttercup” respectively 
in another benefit, “Pyramid of 
Flowers,” written by Mrs. Lillie 
Evans. Each child represented 
a flower, seated on the huge 
pyramid shaped bleachers — 
edelweiss on top. 


Some of the recollections are 
pure childhood memory. Kath- 
erine Hinchey Cochran of 
Johnson City, Tenn., recalls 
when she and her brother Paul 
first. visited the library, how 
her shadow in the light of the 
street lamp terrified her and 
how, when they returned home, 
her father read her Stevenson’s 
poem on shadows and made a 
shadow rabbit on the curtain. 
Later she used to pretend the 
pillared library was the White 
House and that she was going 
to call on the President. 


Several writers mention the 
smooth granitoid sidewalks per- 
fect for roller skating, and the 
sledding on Kraus street. . Wil- 
liam Plummer remembers play- 
ing lay-low-sheep on the library 
lawn. 


Frank J. Hilliker remembers 
how he and his friends selected 
books for their bright colored 
pictures, and explains that, 
“The idea was to spin the pages 
and if there was a goodly flash 
of illustrations the book be- 
came popular.” 


Martin E. Gardner remem- 
bers hiding the Altsheler books 
until he could return his two- 
to-a-card limit. Dan Kinsey, 
now an Oberlin College profes- 
sor, recalls the open shelves 
as “the only place where you 
could feel unhurried,” and 
adds, “I,.can still recall just 
where the fairy tale books were 
located, the travel books, the 
b6oks on western stories, na- 
ture, religion, and philosophy— 
and I left Carondelet nearly 
40 years ago.” 


A library’s quiet apparently 
fis impressive. Writes Walter 
E. Remmers: “Many potential 
ballet dancers could have been 
developed from the amount of 
tiptoeing in the reading room.” 


Over and over again, one 
reads appreciative notes. Carl 
Breihan, Wild West historian, 
credits the library with firing 
his own ambition to write 
books. Dick Deming, who un- 
der the pseudonym, Max Frank- 
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lin, is a mystery story writer, 
is another grateful alumnus. 


Mattie Bates, Corinthian 
Baptist Sunday School teacher, 
received inspiration’ for her 
work. Clara Stanton Jones, De- 
troit librarian, found the Ca- 
rondelet Library “opened up a 
whole new world.” Minnie Zim- 
merman Crain describes the 
library as her “treasure house.” 
Eleanor Schaefer Bartlet -cred- 
its the story hour with making 
an ardent reader of her. 


“IT don’t know what I'd have 
done without the Carondelet 
Library,” writes Oscar Fernan- 
dez, professor of modern lan- 
guages at the United States 
Naval Academy, who had few 
books at home. And Russian- 
born Mrs. John E. Danielsen 
remembers how librarian Eliza- 
beth Summersby guided not 
only their reading but their 
friendship, too.

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U.S. Agents in Hong Kong Uncover Vast Fraud Designed to Get Paper ‘Sons’ to America 


Editor's Note—The roots 
of the Chinese immigra- 
tion racket go back to the 


years of California's gold 
rush. It's been a long 
headache, as two-time

HONG KONG, 
June 3 (AP). 

IT’S A WEIRD STORY... 
Young Chinese literally sold 
into bondage in the United 
States. . Generations of 
“sons” created on paper in a 
complex and gigantic immigra- 
tion fraud. . . Schemes 
which bilked the United States 
Treasury of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. 

But a special squad of State 
Department agents, working in 
close co-operation with the 
British, is throttling a multi- 
million dollar traffic in false 
American citizenship claims— 
in which false identities and 
fake passports hive sold for 
as high as $3000 each in one 
of the world’s strangest black 
markets. 

The State Department's 
crackdown in force began less 
than two years ago. But al- 
ready a backlog of hundreds 
of fraudulent citizenship claims 
has been uncovered. And 
agents have proved there is a 
shadow of fraud over the citi- 
zenship status of many Chi- 
nese families now living in the 
United States. 

The middlemen were Chinese 
brokers who were well paid for 
each client landed safely in 
the United States. 

To the Chinese whose daily 
wage in Hong Kong is the 
equivalent of 85 cents to $1 
a day, America is known as 
Kum shan—‘“the gold moun- 
tain.” And a false claim to 
citizenship is regarded as a 
means to wealth even though 
it means being exploited as a 
virtual slave to a master in the 
United States. 

This citizenship hoax had its 
beginning many years ago, but 
it reached its peak in the years 
following World War II. It 
developed this way: 

A horde of Chinese coolie 
labor was imported into the 
United States ‘at the time of 
the California gold rush and 


while the great. transconti- 
nental railroads were being 
built. But western opposition 


to the immigrant influx became 
so bitter it became an issue in 
presidential campaigns. 

In 1882 Congress passed the 
Exclusion Act against Asiatic 
people, not solely the Chinese. 
It brought Chinese immigra- 
tion almost to a~halt—except 
for those smuggled into the 
country or those who crossed 
the Canadian or Mexican bor- 
ders illegally. 

The Exclusion Act —de- 
nounced by the Chinese gov- 
ernment as “a violation of ev- 
ery principle of justice, equity, 
reason and fair dealing be- 
tween two friendly powers’’— 
was repealed in 1943. The 
Nationality Act of 1940 pro- 
vided that applicants claiming 
American citizenship could file 
suit in United States district 
courts—and most of these ap- 
plicants were in Hong Kong. 

Congress intended the new 
law as a means of relaxing the 
harsh strictures against Chi- 
nese immigration—and to ease 
restrictions on the entry of 
families of those Chinese- 
Americans who had legitimate 
claims to citizenship. 

But the sharpshooters saw a 
loophole in the law. In fact, 
the stage already had been set 
for fraud as far back as 1909. 

After that time, each Chi- 
nese leaving the United States 
to visit China was required to 
obtain a “Form 430’’—in effect 
an exit and re-entry permit. 
On his return home—perhaps 
after several years—he was re- 
quired to list the names of 
members of his family living 
in China. 


A study shows that virtu- 
ally every returning Chinese 
listed the maximum number 
of children that could have 
been born during his ab- 
sence whether they were 
born or not. And strangely 
enough, almost every one 
listed was a “son.” It seems 
that_ the Chinese who trav- 
eled had eight sons for each 
daughter, a ratio which de- 
fied the biological law of 
averages as well as all rea- 
son. 


Thus, on the record, many 
Chinese’ whose status as a citi- 
zen had been accepted laid the 
groundwork to bring someone 
into the United States as his 
“son.” In this way, an immi- 
gration “slot” was created. And 
such slots could be sold to 
someone who wanted to come 


They'll Do It 


into the United States. 

Even if the slots were not 
sold, this paper family could 
be listed as dependents for in- 
come tax evasion purposes. 

The new law of 1943 also 
permitted Chinese to apply for 
passports and to obtain them if 
they could prove they were 
born and reared in the United 
States. At the end of the war, 
there was a flood of applica- 
tions for passports by Chinese 
wanting to return to see 
friends, families and relatives 
in China. 

Authorities noted a strange 
thing in the applications of the 
older Chinese. Hundreds 
claimed they were born in San 
Francisco before the big earth- 
quake and fire of 1906—and 
that their birth records were 
destroyed. 


One official estimate shows 
that if every Chinese who 
claimed birth in San Fran- 
cisco before the fire had been 
born there, it would have 
been necessary for each Chi- 
nese woman living in the 
United States at that time to 
have given birth to over 800 
children. 


In the postwar years, hun- 
dreds of civil suits were filed 
in United States district courts 
seeking to force the Secretary 
of State to recognize citizen- 
ship claims of Chinese and to 
have issued a passport for 
travel to the United States. 

The situation became so se- 
rious in the federal courts and 
in Hong Kong—where the con- 
sulate was almost overwhelmed 
by applications—that the State 
Department in 1952 sent two 
investigators here. They un- 
covered such evidence of wide- 
spread graft and fraud (out- 
side the consulate) that seven 
other investigators were added 
to the staff. 

Then Congress took note of 
the situation and appropriated 
$500,000 for fiscal 1957 and an- 
other $500,000 for fiscal 1958 
to increase the investigative 
staff by 23 agents. Edwin Gar- 
rity, formerly of Philadelphia 
and now of North Arlington, 
Va., was sent here to direct 
the operation. 

There were 602 civil cases 
pending when Garrity and his 
men moved into action in No- 
vember 1956. In the months 
that followed, they received 
another 1209 cases. And they 
estimate they have uncovered 
fraud in one form or another 
in three of four cases. 

Common among the frauds 
is this one: 

A Chinese in the United 
States named Wong, who had 
created a paper son on the rec- 
ord by a previous trip abroad, 
wants some cheap labor in his 
business. He advises a Hong 
Kong broker, or kum shan jong 


as the Chinese call them, that 


he has a slot for sale. The 
youth must be about 18 years 
old to meet the birth record 
requirements, and preferably 
his name should be Wong. 

The broker checks his list of 
applicants and passes the word 
among his friends. He finds a 
family with an 18-year-old son 
who are willing to pay for the 
slot in order to get their son 
into the United States. The 
usual payment is $500 down 
and the balance on delivery. 

And so the son is taken to 
the broker. He is given the 
new name, Wong Lin Chan, to 
fit the records in the United 
States, and then he is placed 
in a boarding house, operated 
by the kum shan jong, for an 
intense period of schooling. 

The kum. shan jong assem- 
bles a group of witnesses will- 
ing to swear that Wong Lin 
Chan is the son of the Wong 
in the United States. They 
know roughly the questions 
that will be asked at the United 
States consulate when applica- 
tion for a passport is made— 
and those they don’t know they 
try ta anticipate. 

For perhaps six months 
young Wong and the witnesses 
study a chart of the village 
which was the older Wong's 
birthplace. They memorize 
the location of alleyways, the 
number of houses on a street 
and the names of “neighbors,” 
the location of a bamboo fence, 
how many steps to the house, 
the description of a mountain 
in the background and other 
physical features. 

At the same time, they are 
memorizing from a coaching 
book the names of members of 
the family, which may be real 
or merely paper. They study 


_a fictitious family history that 


includes even the account of 
Grandma Wong falling over the 
cat and breaking a hip. 


When the kum shan jong 
is satisfied that young Wong 


* and the witnesses have a pat 


story that will stand up under 
qestioning at the consulate, 
he arranges for the applica- 
tion to be made. And if the 
fraud succeeds, young Wong 
soon is on his way td the 
United States to join his 
“father,” for whom he must 
work until he has paid back 
the cost of transportation and 
any other expenses involved. 
He becomes, in fact, a slave, 
working for wages far below 
the minimum wage scale. He 
is held in bondage by fear 
of exposure and deportation. 


Investigators found this let- 
ter from one alleged father to 
his paper son who was seeking 
entry to the United States: 

“Since you have assumed the

Some “fathers,” the records 
show, have succeeded in get- 
ting four or five “sons” into 
the United States—giving them 
a neat profit on the sale of 
identities and at the same time 
providing them with cheap la- 
bor and dependents for use at 
income tax time. 

Investigators estimate there 
are 124 kum shan jongs (lit- 
erally, gold mountain compa- 
nies) operating in Hong Kong. 

In 1951 the United States 
consulate jarred the kum shan 
jongs by suddenly requiring 
blood tests of applicants. The 
blood samplings showed scien- 
tifically that 40 per cent of the 
applicants could not be related 
to the alleged fathers. The 
testing for A-B-O-AB blood 
groups was successful for a 
time—but the kum shan jongs 
countered by matching the 
blood groups of the “fathers” 
with the “sons” before applica- 
tions were filed. 

Then the consulate initiated 
blood testing of M-N-MN types 
and later the RH sub-group. 
This worked temporarily, but 
the kum shan jongs obtained 
laboratory tests of the paper 
father’s blood and then select- 
ed an applicant whose blood 
matched— or they attempted 
bribery of doctors and nurses, 
and the switching of persons 
tested.

In cleaning up the passport 
and visa cases, the squad also 
found that many of the claims 
for World War II benefits 
pensions, death benefits, armed 
force allotments, etc were 
based on fraud. 

The United States Treasury 
sends some $500,000 a vear to 
Hong Kong to Chinese claim- 
ing payment under these pro- 
grams. 


For example, a Chinese 
drafted into the armed forces 
in the United States had 
been claiming four “paper” 
sons in China. When he was 
killed in action, his wife re- 
ceived much higher benefits 
than she was entitled to. 
During recent consulate in- 
vestigations, a check of 128 
cases revealed fraud was in- 
volved in 18—and the pay- 
ments were stopped. 


The investigations of the 
past two years have shaken the 
Chinese kum shan jongs badly. 


And it's almost certain that 
only a few of the 50.000 
claimed kinsmen of Chinese- 
Americans will be able to 


break through the barrier by 
fraud as so many have done in 
the past. 

“The British co-operation 
in these cases has been won- 
derful,” Garrity says. “We 
owe much to Police Commis- 
sioner A: C. Maxwell, Director 
of Criminal Investigations Nor- 
man Fraser, Assistant Superin-

All Eyes on France 


NEW YORK, June 3. 

GEN. CHARLES DE-GAULLE has asked for great pow- 
ers and is certainly doing what many a man, in accepting 
as serious a responsibility as De Gaulle’s, must have longed 
to do in governments where parliaments exist. 

His calm assumption that Parliament can go on a vaca- 
tion for six months means that he already has decided how 
he wants to work out the first things that have to be un- 
dertaken. He announced that there must be constitutional 
reform but “based on republican regime.” 

Under the three broad principles that he laid down— 
(1) universal suffrage as a source of all power; (2) exec- 
utive and legislative powers must be separated; (3) the Gov- 
ernment must be responsible to Parliament—all could go 
well. But if he is not careful he might find himself estab- 
lishing a one-party government, and that, for either a Fas- 
cist or a Communist regime, is satisfactory to the rulers but 
not conducive to freedom for the people. 


There is no doubt that De Gaulle is a patriot 
and loves his country dearly, thinking of it his- 
torically in its greatest moments. How he spoke to 
the Assembly is characteristic of the kind of man 
that one has imagined him to bé. 


One hopes that De Gaulle will realize that he must pre- 
serve a truly democratic regime, because it is easy enough 
to see how we can go from an authoritarian Fascist govern- 
ment to a Communist-controlled government. 

Now, for all of us who love France and want close co- 
operation among Western powers, there will be a period of 
watching every move. What happens in France may affect 
the whole of Europe and particularly might presage the 
hold of the Soviet Union on more and more countries. The 
spread of Soviet influence not only in Europe but even in 
the Middle East is actually at stake in the measures which 
De Gaulle may undertake. 


The first action he faces will be an Algerian 
settlement and an understanding with the three 
North African powers, Algeria, Morocco and 
Tunisia. And then in France he will have to get 
his constitutional reforms. 

De Gaulle has said ever since his retirement from pub- 


lic life, which came about largely as a result of disagree- 
ment on the Constitution, that the present Constitution was 
unworkable. He has been proved to be correct, so it is to 
be hoped that he has drafted some realistic reforms and 
that he will also have a clear-cut foréign policy on France’s 
position in Burope. 

It is fortunate that President Eisenhower feels that he 
has a good personal relationship with De Gaulle. That may 
make some difference in their ability to come to an agree- 
ment over the necessary co-operation between the Western 
powers in their relationship to the Soviet Union.

NEW YORK, June 3 (AP). 

“] THINK we're all losing 
size,” said playwright Paddy 
Chayefsky. 

“Too few people today want 
stature. They seem to be try- 
ing to get rid of the stature 
they have.” 

Scratch a humorist and you 
find a moralist. And Chayef- 
sky is no exception. At 35 
Paddy, who won fame with 
“Marty,” finds the world a 
deadly serious place inhabited 
by people too o*ten motivated 
by uncontrollable hostility or 
an - uncontrollable reach for 
personal pleasure. 

“I get the feeling that the 
clanking legions of the bar- 
barians are outside the gates 
again,” he said. “People have 
tried this wild, let’s live-it-up 
philosophy so often before in 


history, and it has never 
worked. 


“Hedonism for the sake of 
hedonism—this living only for 
pleasure is pretty bad. 


“When you get right down 
to it, however, there are only 
two windows to the world— 
two great themes to write 
about.

The 
other says love makes the 
world go round. That’s my 
window. 


“I believe in any kind of love 
—even if it’s sick or selfish— 
that gives a person a reason to 
live.”
